Diamond Broker O’ Neill and Frank Cam- 
eron Have a Duel. 


Cuicaco, Ill., June 1.—The feud which 
has been existing more than six months 
between T. J. O'Neill, until recently in the 
diamond business at 167 Dearborn St., and 
Frank Cameron, who, O'Neill says, con- 
spired with W. D. Rice in swindling him 
out of diamonds valued at $2,000, culmi- 
nated yesterday in a duel between the two 
men, the result of which will probably cause 
Cameron’s death. The events which led 
up to the fatal shooting have been pre- 
viously reported in different issues of THE 
CIRCULAR—WEEKLY 

O'Neill was approached about eight 
months ago by a man who gave his name 
as W. D. Rice, and who said he intended 
to open an office as diamond broker in 
this city. The stranger made a small pur- 
chase of stones of O’Neill and gave in pay- 
ment a check on the Oakland National 
Bank, which was duly honored. A _ few 
weeks later Rice again made a purchase of 
diamonds approximating $1,500, and gave 
in payment a check on the same bank 
When O'Neill presented the check at the 
bank he was informed Rice had no funds 
to his credit. Detectives were put on the 
case and arrested Rice in Kansas City. He 
was brought to Chicago and placed under 
$3,000 bonds by Justice Martin About 
this time Cameron and his wife were ar 
rested on the charge of swindling W. E 
Harris, a Clark St. pawnbroker, out of 
$2,000 worth of diamonds, but were ac 
quitted by Judge Hutchinson. No sooner 
were they released than O'Neill caused 
their arrest on the charge of being accom 
plices in the Rice swindle [The couple 
were cleared of the charge by Justice Mar- 
tin, who declared O'Neill was persecuting 
Cameron and his wife. It was during this 
trial that Cameron said O'Neill had threat 
ened to shoot him and charged his accuser 
with carrying a revolver for that purpose. 
O'Neill was searched and a revolver found, 
which was confiscated by the Court 

\fter his release, Cameron had O'Neill 
arrested on charges of carrying concealed 
weapons and threatening to kill him. The 
case was tried before Justice Scott, or 
Harvey, last Tuesday, and O'Neill was 
fined $25. O'Neill and Cameron, with their 
friends, started for the Illinois Central 
railroad depot to take the train for Chi- 
cago, when, it is said, Cameron taunted 
O'Neill with the outcome of the suit and, 
flourishing a revolver before his face, said, 
“How would you like to mix up a little?” 
At Cameron's threat, O'Neill drew his re- 
volver and both men began to fire. In all, 
six shots were fired and at the sixth Cam- 
eron fell to the platform with a bullet in 
his lungs. Cameron was taken to the Chi- 
cago hospital, where the physicians say he 
will die. O'Neill was arrested by Chief of

To Gild Aluminium. — Dissolve — six 
grammes of gold in aqua regia and dilute 
the solution with distilled water; on the 
other hand, put 30 grammes of lime in 150 
grammes of distilled water; at the end of 
two hours add the gold solution to the 
lime, shake all and allow to settle for five 
to six hours, decant and wash the precipi- 
tate, which is lime aurate. Now place this 
aurate of lime in a liter of distilled water, 
with 20 grammes of hyposulphite of soda; 
put all on the fire for eight to 10 minutes, 
without allowing to boil; remove and filter. 
The filtered liquor serves for gilding in 
the cold, by plunging into this bath the 
aluminium articles previously pickled by 
passing through caustic potash and nitric 
acid.

Difference between the longest and shortest arcs 29.4 
seconds in 24 hours, going that much slower in the 
short arcs. 

I desire to state here that I use the plus and minus signs 
in the sense that the sign — indicates that the watch is 
fast by the quantity before which it stands and the sign 
+ that it is slow by the quantity before which it stands. 
At the close of this work (24) will be found a statement 
of my reasons for so using them. 

According to this interpretation of the + and — signs 
it will be seen that the watch was gaining 12.7 seconds in 
24 hours during the first eight hours after winding, and 
losing at the rate of 4.5 seconds during the eight hours 
following the 24 hour cycle. During a further run of 
two hours without winding it was losing at the rate of 
16.8 seconds in 24 hours, making a difference, on compar- 
ing this rate with that of the first eight hours of 29.4 sec- 
onds. The watch had no stop work, and at 7.30 A. M. of 
the third day it was still running, though with a motion of 
barely more than go°, but a comparison of its time with 
that of the standard showed that it was 8.6 seconds slow, 
having lost 16.6 seconds during the last nine hours. The 
record shows that during the 24 hours between two con- 
secutive windings the watch would vary 9.6 seconds, due 
to anisochronism of the spring alone, which, as proved 
by subsequent results, was wholly due to the regulator 
pins being open. I may state, too, that this was an origi- 
nal condition of the watch, as it had never been touched 
after leaving the factory. Besides, the regulator pins 
stood perfectly parallel to each other, just as they had, no 
doubt, been intended to be. 

Without making any changes of any kind, I continued 
the test in vertical positions, but now running it full 24 
hours between comparisons; and I may repeat here, what 
I have intimated before (12), that all trials of any kind 
except those for isochronisnmr should embrace the full cy- 
cle of 24 hours in order to furnish reliable data. 

In my records of trials in positions I use abbreviations 
for the positions which I beg to submit to the reader’s ap- 





proval. The following is the set for the six positions, 
and hereafter I shall use them instead of writing out the 
words:

“the poising tool it was found considerably out of poise 
“motion of balance very good, arcs never below 440°.” 

Here was a remarkable phenomenon: A watch, the vi- 
brations of whose balance were so far from being iso- 
chronal, giving so nearly the same result in the four 
vertical positions, while there was a difference of 
more than 28 seconds between vertical and_ hori- 
zontal positions. My suspicion was therefore at 
once aroused that the balance may have been pur- 
posely put out of poise in order to make the ver- 
tical positions agree in rate; hence the note above 
quoted from the record, which testifies to the correctness 
of my suspicion. This was a watch, claimed to be “ac- 
curately adjusted” with a difference in rate between long 
and short arcs of more than 29 seconds, and between 
dial up and pendant up of 28.6 seconds. Of what bene- 
fit was the agreement in the rate between the four verti- 
cal positions? 

The balance, as stated in a note at the head of the 
record, had a good motion; in the horizontal positions it 
was greater than 540°. There was risk even of its re- 
banking and I should not be surprised if that, 2t times, 
was the case, and added its disturbing element to the 
unreliability of its performance. They were obliged, in 
order to adjust the vertical positions by putting the bal- 
ance out of poise, to maintain a good motion with a 
strong mainspring. Naturally the difference in the rate 
between vertical and horizontal positions is accounted for 
by the anisochronism of the vibrations, the short arcs go 
ing so much slower and the arcs in vertical positions be- 
ing always shorter. This might have been remedied by 
closing the regulator pins as it was afterwards remedied 
by myself; but this remedy seems not to have occurred 
or not to have been known to the people who claimed 
that it was “accurately adjusted.”

Christ Clock of the loth Century. 


MONG the inside clocks ol 1rormer 
centuries the “Christ clock” is on 
of the most interesting types. With this 
designation is meant a kind of clock 
which presents so completely the form ot 
1 crucifix that its simultaneous use as 
1 timepiece usually entirely escapes at 
first the attention of the observer. One 
imagines it to be merely an altar imple 
ment While formerly quite frequent, 
these clocks have now become rather rare, 
and can be found almost exclusively only 
n museums or in the hands of expert 
‘ollectors Hence our readers may ap 
preciate the illustration of a handsome 
specimen of this species of clocks 
The present piece is a new acquisition 
of the famous “Museum for Horology,” ol 
Junghaus Bros., at Schramberg, Germany, 
ind is a product of the 16th century. It 
is, with the exception of a small part 
which consists of silver, worked entirely 
in brass and fire-gilt The entire height 
of the original is 32 cm., the largest diam 
eter of the base 14 cm. The base, which 
runs out wider at the bottom, is decorated 
in its upper, cylindrical part with an open 
work frieze formed of four winged an 
gels’ heads with scroll work between. In 
side of this frieze the bell is screwed in 
with its hollow side up, its diameter being 
74 cm., and it encloses the work, as 
customary in antique clocks. The socle 
is closed by a slightly convex lid, upon 
which rises the cross, 204 cm. high, with 
the figure of the Redeemer, at whose feet 
lies a skull with two crossed thigh bones. 
At the right of the cross stands the Virgin 
Mary with hands clasped; at the left the 
figure of John, in an animated attitude 
The cover, bearing these figures, is at 
the back hinged to the base, and is held 
in front by a steel catch-spring, so that

ROTHSCHILD COLLECTIONS, 


N the Paris Louvre as well as in the Brit 
ish Museum, the rich art collections 
which were bequeathed by recently de- 
ceased members of the Rothschild family 
have been rendered accessible to the public 
almost simultaneously. The works of art 
left by Adolph de Rothschild to the Louvre 
consist of enamels, faiences and other valu- 
ables, all cabinet pieces. The value of the 
gift is estimated at 5,000,000 francs. Be- 
sides, the testator has set aside the amount 
of 300,000 frances for a suitable restoration 
of the hall where the valuable collection 
is exposed. 

The British Museum, on the other hand, 
has received in the collection willed to it 
by the late Baron Ferdinand Rothschild 
an addition which will increase the institu- 
tion’s power of attraction upon the public 
and enhance its reputation, already so 
high. In accordance with a condition made 
by the bequeather, the collection had to 
remain united as a whole and, therefore, 
it fills a special room decorated in Pom- 
peiian style, into which now fall, through 
a glass roof, the rays of the sun, thus 
causing the golden dishes, goblets and 
plates to shine gorgeously. No expert 
knowledge of art is necessary to appre- 
ciate the articles. The magnificence and 
splendor of the colors, the beauty and cost- 
liness of the material and the artistic exe- 
cution of the work captivate everybody. 
The objects almost all date back to periods 
from the 15th to the 17th centuries. Mani- 
festly Gothic and Onattrocento were less 
to the taste of the collector. The antique 
is also little represented. The majority of 
the dishes are said to be German work, 
as is also a rock-crystal dish with cover, 
dating back to the 16th century; it is five 
inches in height, and is covered with a 
delicate plant pattern in engraving, and 
also bears in little Arabic letters within a 
small, pear shaped framing the word, 
“Akbar.” From this it is inferred that it 
was the property of the Indian Grand 
Mogul, having been presented to him by 
a European prince 

Mostly of German workmanship are also 
the jewelry and trinkets of the collection. 
They are almost all from the 16th century, 
ind are erroneously partly ascribed to 
Benvenuto * Cellini \ comparison with 
the trinkets preserved in the Reichen Ka 
pelle, at Munich, and with the designs of 
Hans Mielich, published by Hefner-Alte- 
neck, however, elicits proof of their Ger 
man and partly even Munich origin 

One of the most prominent pieces of the 
collection, however, is of English work 
manship. It is the so-called Lyte-Jewel, 








an oval pendant of gold, a little over three 
inches long, with rich enameling and a 
framing of square diamonds. It contains 
in the interior a miniature portrait of King 
James I. of England, probably painted by 
Nicholas Hilliard. King James gave it to 
a certain Thomas Lyte as a reward for 
having proven that the king was a descend- 
ant of that Brutus who fled from Troy 
and who is said to have been the first Brit- 
ish king. Baron Ferdinand Rothschild ac- 
quired this piece for £2,835 from the Ham- 
ilton collection. 

The enamels constitute a large portion 
of the collection, but to appreciate them 
requires the eye of the connoisseur. Their 
rather simple coloring, blue and red pre- 
dominating, as well as the pictures have 
little attraction for the layman. 

Among the wood carvings, the small, 
and in their details even microscopically 
small, carvings of religious character, 
rather than the larger figures, busts and 
panels, arrest attention. Of the achieve- 
ments of Chinese skill, for instance, 
a miniature altar of boxwood reminds one; 
it is in all about 10 inches high, showing in 
its various parts, which are very cleverly 
built up architecturally,the principal scenes 
of the evangelical history,in high relief. Be- 
low is a representation of the Communion, 
contained in a semi-circular arcade. The 
upper part of this miniature altar is a trip- 
tych with movable side wings, upon which 
various scenes of the Passion and the Cru- 
cifixion are represented. The mass of fig- 
ures on the relief is almost confusing, and 
in spite of the microscopic execution the 
artistic effect is so complete that one imag- 
ines himself looking at a Flemish painting 
by a master. These miniature carvings are 
chiefly Flemish and products of the begin- 
ning of the 16th century. 

The large golden and gilt cups and gob 
lets, ostrich eggs set in gold and nautilus 
shells, and similar table ornaments of the 
l7th century are among the most attractive 


pieces.
